OCTOBER  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.42 


Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  m j ffi-ibl i ec t to  the  Fort 
Wayne  milk  order  during  October  1961,  will  receive  ^-uftt^±ffi'unT  uni  form  price  of  $4.42 
per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5%.  A butterfat  differential  of  7.5  cents  for 
each  one- tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5% 
standard  will  be  used.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight 
marketing  service  deduction  and  authorized  hauling  charges.  The  computation  of  the 
minimum  blend  price  is  shown  on  page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4. 


The  $4.42  price  for  October  1961,  includes  approximately  26-^  cents  derived 
from  spring  set  aside  funds  and  is  8 cents  below  the  September  1961  price  and  27 
cents  above  the  October  1960  price. 

PRODUCTION  AND  UTILIZATION 


Approved  producers  shipped  15,  560,529  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
market  during  October  1961,  of  which  12,462,080  pounds  or  80.1%  was  utilized  in 
Class  I.  Production  was  up  9.1%  from  September  1961.  Class  I utilization  of  pro- 
ducer milk  was  up  4.1%  from  September  1961. 


There  were  949  producers  on  the  market  for  October  1961.  Average  produc- 
tion per  farm  per  day  was  529  pounds  compared  with  506  pounds  for  September. 

U.  S.  MILK  PRODUCTION 


Milk  production  in  the  United  States  in  September  was  estimated  at  9,617 
million  pounds  --  3 percent  more  than  in  September  last  year,  4 percent  above  the 
1950-59  average,  and  a record  high  for  the  month.  September  production  showed 
about  the  same  seasonal  decline  as  in  1960.  Milk  production  in  the  first  9 months 
of  1961  totaled  96.4  billion  pounds,  compared  with  95.1  billion  pounds  in  the  Jan- 
uary-September  period  of  1960.  Milk  production  per  cow  in  herds  kept  by  crop 
reporters  averaged  20.37  pounds  on  October  1 --5  percent  above  a year  earlier  and 
4 percent  above  the  previous  record  set  for  the  date  in  1959.  Farmers  fed  their 
milk  cows  an  average  of  6.31  pounds  of  grain  and  concentrates  on  October  1 -- 
nearly  8 percent  above  the  previous  high  for  the  date  set  a year  earlier.

The  November  price  for  Class  I milk  is  $4.40  or  the  same  as  the  October 
Class  I price.
